A Mendocino County soldier is recover- 
ing in a San Antonio Army hospital after 
being injured in an explosion in Iraq last 
month. 

Sgt. Jeff Slotte, 21 of Redwood Valley, 
was on foot patrol in Nyskhisa Iraq on Nov. 
13, when an improvised explosive device 
went off near his patrol, causing significant 
injuries to his right side. 

He was evacuated to Germany and then to 
the Brook Army Medical Center where he 
arrived on Nov. 15, said his father, Ed Slotte. 

Jeff suffered multiple injuries, including 
tissue damage to his right arm and leg, a bro- 
ken tibia, a severed earlobe, a collapsed lung 


“He has several burns and lacerations to 
his torso,” his father said. 

Jeff was in a chemically induced coma 
when he arrived in San Antonio and was on 
a ventilator for several days because of the 
collapsed lung, Ed said. 

Since arriving at Brook, Ed said his son’s 
health has improved. 

“These last two days they’ve taken him 
off the ventilators,” Ed said. “He’s really 
improved.” 

Ed said his son has also been conscious 
more often since being taken off the ventila- 
tor, but said the family will not know the full 
extent of Jeff’s injuries for a while. 

“A lot of these things, it'll take some time 
to know,” he said. 
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Local soldier injured in Iraq 


when he was deployed from Fort 
Washington where he lived with his wife 
and two young children. This was his first 
tour. 

He signed up with the Army on the 
delayed entry program during his junior year 
at Ukiah High School. 

At the time of his injury, Jeff was serving 
with the Fourth Striker Brigade of the 
Second Infantry, 223. 

His father thanked everyone for their con- 
cern and prayers.

Stations now 
pay county 
$2 for every 
1,000 gallons

At Tuesday’s Board of 
Supervisors meeting, the 
flames of debate surround- 
ing the Mendocino County 
Air Quality Management 
District’s $2 fee per 1,000 
gallons of gasoline sold per 
station will once again be 
fanned. 

The item is scheduled to 
start at some point after 
1:30 p.m. when the board 
sits as the Mendocino 
County Air Quality 
Management District. 

Chris Brown, of the 
Mendocino County Air 
Quality Management 
District, said the dispute 
began in 2003 when the 
board approved a change 
to the fee schedule which 
taxed gas stations by the 
number of gallons they 
sold instead of the number 
of nozzles they had and a 
separate fuel storage fee. 

Brown said this change 
led the wholesalers and 
large retail station owners 
to file a lawsuit against the 
county, which the county 
eventually won. 

He said the plaintiffs 
filed an appeal, which led 
to mediation and eventual- 
ly the dismissal of the case. 

Rami Asfour, owner of 
the Talmage Store, said 
because of the small scale 
of his business the rate 
change had little effect on 
his overall bottom line. 


“It doesn’t affect us at 
all because we don’t pump 
much gas here,” he said. 
“We only average around 
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25,000 gallons per month.” 

Brown said large-scale 
companies that are affected 
are paying a comparable, if

not better, rate than they do 
in other parts of the state. 
“In the North Coast 
Unified Air Quality 
Management District they 
do pay less, but in the 


Monterey Bay District they 
pay almost the same,” he 
said. “When you get down 
to the South Coast District, 
it’s almost three times as 
much. So we think this is 
more than fair.” 

Brown said the percent- 
age of the business gas 
sales make up actually 
ends making more of an 
impact on the smaller busi- 
ness owners. 

“The percent of sales of 
gas for small volume sta- 
tions is twice as much as 
the medium or large vol- 
ume stations,” he said. 
“So, really, if you think

Father and sons lost in woods while 
hunting mushrooms found unharmed

Rick Phillips and his two sons are safe at home this

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Man takes hostages 
at campaign office 


Demands to speak with 
Hillary Clinton and 
eventually surrenders

ROCHESTER, N.H. — A 
distraught man wearing what 
appeared to be a bomb walked 
into a Hillary Rodham Clinton 
campaign office Friday and 
demanded to speak to the can- 
didate about access to mental 
health care. The hostage drama 
dragged on for nearly six hours 
until he peacefully surrendered. 

Shortly after releasing the 
last of at least five hostages 
unharmed, 47-year-old Leeland 
Eisenberg walked out of the 
storefront office, put down a 
homemade bomb-like package 
and was immediately surround- 
ed by a SWAT team with guns 
drawn. Clad in gray slacks, 
white dress shirt and a red tie, 
he was put on the ground and 
handcuffed. 


Clinton was in the 
Washington area the whole 
time, but the confrontation 
brought her campaign to a 
standstill just five weeks before 
the New Hampshire primary, 
one of the first tests of the pres- 
idential campaign season. She 
canceled all appearances, as did 
her husband, former President 
Bill Clinton, and the security 
around her was increased as a 
precaution. 

“Everything stopped, and it 
had to because we had nothing 
on our minds except the safety 
of these young people who 
work for me,” Clinton told 
reporters shortly after the stand- 
off ended. 

She traveled Friday night to 
Rochester, where she thanked 
law enforcement officials for 
their help. She said she knew of 


no previous contact between 
Eisenberg and her campaign. 

“Tt appears he was someone 
who needed help and sought 
attention in absolutely the 
wrong way,” she said. 

Rochester police Chief 
David DuBois said Eisenberg 
was being held on state charges 
of kidnapping and reckless con- 
duct, and that federal charges 
were being considered. 

According to police, the 
drama began shortly before 1 
p-m., when the man walked into 
the office and peeled back his 
jacket to reveal what appeared 
to be a bomb duct-taped to his 
chest. He took several hostages, 
but let a woman with an infant 
go immediately. 

Eisenberg had a hostage call 
CNN three times and spoke to 
network staffers during the 
standoff, CNN reported after 
the ordeal was over and all the 
hostages were safe. Eisenberg 
said he wanted help getting 
psychiatric care, but had been 
turned away because he didn’t 
have the money. 

“I need to speak to Hillary 
Clinton,” CNN quoted him as 
saying. “Something’s got to 
change. Ordinary people need 
help” with their insurance. 

The network described 
Eisenberg as “well-spoken, 
articulate and impassioned 
about his cause” but increasing- 
ly agitated. His third phone call 
was laced with profanities, 
CNN said. 

About two hours after the 
man let the woman and baby 
go, at least one other woman 
escaped from the office; two 
other hostages made it out later, 
the last about half an hour 
before Eisenberg surrendered, 
police said.

Atlasjet jet with 56 aboard crashes just 
before landing in southwest Turkey 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — An Atlasjet plane crashed short- 
ly before it was due to land in southwest Turkey early Friday, 
killing all 56 people on board, the airline’s chief executive said. 
The cause was not immediately known. 

A rescue helicopter reached the plane’s wreckage in a moun- 


tainous region near the town of Keciborlu, in Isparta province, 
and reported that no one had survived the crash, airline CEO 
Tuncay Doganer said. 

Pieces of wreckage and personal belongings were strewn 
across a vast area and rescue crews were seen placing the dead 
into body bags. Television news channels showed footage of 
rescue workers in bright yellow jackets walking around the 
plane’s fuselage, which lay amid rocks and trees on a slope 
slightly shrouded in fog. 

Workers brought in heavy machinery to clear trees and make 
access to the site easier, state-run news agency Anatolia report- 
ed. 

The MD-83, carrying 49 passengers and seven crew mem- 
bers, took off from Istanbul around 1 a.m. headed to Isparta on 
a flight of about one hour, but went off the radar just before 
landing at the airport. 


Anti-Romney ad marks new phase - a 
negative one - in presidential race 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP)— Mitt Romney is the target, 
abortion is the issue, and the $100,000 ad buy will change the 
tone of the Iowa and New Hampshire presidential primaries. 

This weekend marks the first negative TV advertising in the 
two early-voting states as the campaign headed into the critical 
weeks before the first voting, with an independent group’s 
claim that the former Massachusetts governor has flip-flopped 
— a sometimes crippling charge in presidential politics. 
Analysts say similar negative ads are likely against his chief 


GOP rival, Rudy Giuliani, whose positions on gun control and 
immigration are markedly different from those he espoused as 
New York mayor. 

The anti-Romney ad campaign, by a Republican group that 
supports abortion rights, is fairly modest in scope. But it may 
open the door to bigger ad buys targeting other candidates and 
topics, several campaign veterans said. 

“This will be the beginning of it,” said Patrick Griffin, a 
Manchester-based advertising executive who handled President 
Bush’s 2000 media effort in New Hampshire. 

Given the pending ad against Romney and the confronta- 
tional tenor of Wednesday’s Republican debate in Florida, 
Griffin said, the top campaigns must be ready to launch hard- 
hitting ads the instant they decide the benefits outweigh the 
risks. “You can be sure there are scripts written and, very like- 
ly, spots produced,” he said. 


Landmark heart study expanding to 
genetic factors behind health, disease 


FRAMINGHAM, Mass. (AP) — Doctors didn’t know ciga- 
rettes were bad and thought high blood pressure could some- 
times be good when homemaker Helen Vaughn was lured by a 
1948 newspaper ad to join one of history’s most important med- 
ical studies. 

At the time, Vaughn’s main attraction to the Framingham 
Heart Study was its free medical exams. Sixty years later, 
Vaughn is nearing 91 and the landmark study has moved well 
past exposing the health risks of cigarettes and high blood pres- 
sure to ambitious new work to discover the genetic factors 
behind health and disease. 

On Thursday, researchers marked the study’s 60th anniver- 
sary year by highlighting new research and thanking Vaughn 
and the study’s three generations of participants. It’s a legacy 
that early volunteers never anticipated. 

“I’m very, very lucky to be part of this study, which is known 
all over the world,” Vaughn said. 

The federal government launched the study in 1948 amid an 
epidemic of heart disease. The idea was to compile reams of 
health data on a group of people in their 30s, 40s and 50s, and 
hope that over time links would emerge between their lifestyles 
and heart health. 
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Daredevil Evel 
Knievel dies at 69 


Hard-living icon 
made big jumps, 
spectacular crashes

CLEARWATER, Fla. 
Evel Knievel, the red-white- 
and-blue-spangled motorcycle 
daredevil whose jumps over 
crazy obstacles including 
Greyhound buses, live sharks 
and Idaho’s Snake River 
Canyon made him an interna- 
tional icon in the 1970s, died 
Friday. He was 69. 

Knievel’s death was con- 
firmed by his granddaughter, 
Krysten Knievel. He had been 
in failing health for years, suf- 
fering from diabetes and pul- 
monary fibrosis, an incurable 
condition that scarred his lungs. 

Knievel had undergone a 
liver transplant in 1999 after 
nearly dying of hepatitis C, 
likely contracted through a 
blood transfusion after one of 
his bone-shattering spills. He 
also suffered two strokes in 
recent years. 

Longtime friend and pro- 
moter Billy Rundle said 
Knievel had trouble breathing 
at his Clearwater condominium 
and died before an ambulance 
could get him to a hospital. 

“It’s been coming for years, 
but you just don’t expect it. 
Superman just doesn’t die, 
right?” Rundle said. 

Immortalized in the 
Washington’s Smithsonian 
Institution as “America’s 
Legendary Daredevil,” Knievel 
was best known for a failed 
1974 attempt to jump Snake 
River Canyon on a rocket-pow- 
ered cycle and a spectacular 
crash at Caesar’s Palace in Las 
Vegas. He suffered nearly 40 
broken bones before he retired 
in 1980. 

“I think he lived 20 years 
longer than most people would 
have” after so many injuries, 
said his son Kelly Knievel, 47. 
“T think he willed himself into 
an extra five or six years.” 

Though Knievel dropped off 
the pop culture radar in the 
’80s, the image of the high-fly- 
ing motorcyclist clad in patriot- 
ic, star-studded colors was 
never erased from public con- 
sciousness. He always had fans 
and enjoyed a resurgence in 
popularity in recent years. 

His death came just two days 
after it was announced that he 
and rapper Kanye West had set- 
tled a federal lawsuit over the 
use of Knievel’s trademarked 
image in a popular West music 
video. 

Knievel made a good living 
selling his autographs and 
endorsing products. Thousands 
came to Butte, Mont., every 
year as his legend was celebrat- 
ed during the “Evel Knievel 
Days” festival, which Rundle 
organizes. “They started out 
watching me bust my ass, and I 
became part of their lives,” 
Knievel said. “People wanted 
to associate with a winner, not a 
loser. They wanted to associate 
with someone who kept trying 
to be a winner.” 

For the tall, thin daredevil, 
the limelight was always com- 
fortable, the gab glib. To 
Knievel, there always were 
mountains to climb, feats to 
conquer. 

“No king or prince has lived 
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a better life,” he said in a May 
2006 interview with The 
Associated Press. “You’re look- 
ing at a guy who’s really done it 
all. And there are things I wish 
I had done better, not only for 
me but for the ones I loved.” 

He had a knack for outra- 
geous yarns: “Made $60 mil- 
lion, spent 61. ...Lost $250,000 
at blackjack once. ... Had $3 
million in the bank, though.” 

He began his daredevil 
career in 1965 when he formed 
a troupe called Evel Knievel’s 
Motorcycle Daredevils, a tour- 
ing show in which he per- 
formed stunts such as riding 
through fire walls, jumping 
over live rattlesnakes and 
mountain lions and being 
towed at 200 mph behind drag- 
ster race cars. 

In 1966 he began touring 
alone, barnstorming the West 
and doing everything from dri- 
ving the trucks, erecting the 
ramps and promoting the 
shows. In the beginning he 
charged $500 for a jump over 
two cars parked between 
ramps. 

He steadily increased the 
length of the jumps until, on 
New Year’s Day 1968, he was 
nearly killed when he jumped 
151 feet across the fountains in 
front of Caesar’s Palace. He 
cleared the fountains but the 
crash landing put him in the 
hospital in a coma for a month. 

His son, Robbie, successful- 
ly completed the same jump in 
April 1989. 

In the years after the 
Caesar’s crash, the fee for 
Evel’s performances increased 
to $1 million for his jump over 
13 buses at Wembley Stadium 
in London — the crash landing 
broke his pelvis — to more than 
$6 million for the Sept. 8, 1974, 
attempt to clear the Snake River 
Canyon in Idaho in a rocket- 
powered “Skycycle.” The 
money came from ticket sales, 
paid sponsors and ABC’s 
“Wide World of Sports.” 

The parachute malfunc- 
tioned and deployed after take- 
off. Strong winds blew the 
cycle into the canyon, landing 
him close to the swirling river 
below. On Oct. 25, 1975, he 
jumped 14 Greyhound buses at 
Kings Island in Ohio. 

Knievel decided to retire 
after a jump in the winter of 
1976 in which he was again 
seriously injured. He suffered a 
concussion and broke both 
arms in an attempt to jump a 
tank full of live sharks in the 
Chicago Amphitheater. He con- 
tinued to do smaller exhibitions 
around the country with his son, 
Robbie. 

Knievel also dabbled in 
movies and TV, starring as him- 
self in “Viva Knievel” and with 
Lindsay Wagner in an episode 
of the 1980s TV series “Bionic 
Woman.” George Hamilton and 
Sam Elliott each played 
Knievel in movies about his 
life. 

Evel Knievel toys accounted 
for more than $300 million in 
sales for Ideal and other compa- 
nies in the 1970s and ’80s. 

Born Robert Craig Knievel 
in the copper mining town of 
Butte on Oct. 17, 1938, Knievel 
was raised by his grandparents. 
He traced his career choice 
back to the time he saw Joey 
Chitwood’s Auto Daredevil 
Show at age 8.

RALEIGH, N.C. -- The Rev. Gardner

He has already sent his Presidential Medal 
of Freedom to an Atlanta school for dis- 
play there. 

“You come to a time,” Taylor said, 
“when you want to be shedding and 
unloading.” 

At age 89, the African-American pastor 
known as the dean of American preaching 
is winding down his life’s work. His pub- 
lic appearances are rare now, after decades 
of traveling the world to speak, and he is 
struggling with his new limitations. 

“Since my health is not what it was and 
I had to give up engagements, I at first felt 
rather crestfallen,” Taylor said in a recent 
interview at his Raleigh home. “I forced 
myself, or led myself, to believe that there 
are seasons and eras, and we have to see 
what they are as best as we can and to find 
what is positive in them.” 

For his many admirers both inside and 
outside the black community, Taylor is not 
only a role model but also a living link to 
20th century African-American history. 

The grandson of slaves, Taylor over- 
came the segregated South of his child- 
hood to earn a bachelor’s degree at 
Oberlin College. He moved easily among 
white Christians at a time when it was 
unusual for a black American to do so. He 
prodded white churchgoers, using his elo- 
quence and deep knowledge of Scripture, 
to live up to their avowed religious beliefs 
and fight racism. 

He was a friend and confidant of the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. He helped 
found the Progressive National Baptist 
Convention, which gave King a national 
religious base for his advocacy at a time 
when several older black Baptist leaders 
had rejected his tactics. 

When Taylor moved North, like so 
many African-Americans of his genera- 
tion, he turned a New York congregation - 
- the Concord Baptist Church of Christ -- 
into a center of black economic and polit- 
ical empowerment. In 2000, President 
Clinton awarded him the Medal of 
Freedom. 

With his powerful voice, described by 
one preaching expert as an organ with all 


the stops pulled out, he influenced genera- 
tions of preachers from all backgrounds. 

Last month, the Interdenominational 
Theological Center in Atlanta, a consor- 
tium of predominantly African-American 
seminaries, opened the Gardner C. Taylor 
Archive and Preaching Laboratory, with 
audio, video and text of his sermons. 
Recordings of his preaching are still top- 
sellers at Concord Baptist, 17 years after 
Taylor retired as senior pastor. 

“This man is equally gifted, if not more 
so, as a Billy Graham,” said Cleo LaRue, 
a professor at Princeton Theological 
Seminary and author of “The Heart of 
Black Preaching.” But Taylor isn’t nearly 
as well-known as the evangelist “owing to 
the fractures of race,” LaRue said. 

Taylor uses a cane now, but is still 
imposing at 6-foot-1. His crown of gray 
curls is thin and a weariness has crept into 
his voice. Yet, when he speaks, even in 
everyday conversation, the rumble and 
rhythmic flow that won him so many 
accolades remains. Richard Lischer, a pro- 
fessor of preaching at Duke Divinity 
School, said Taylor could win applause 
just by reading out loud and “deliver it up 
without making himself the center of 
attention.” 

The pastor and his wife, Phillis, live on 
a cul de sac in a subdivision of brick 
homes and two-car garages, where the 
only sound breaking the quiet on a recent 
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weekday was the cawing of birds. Despite 
his surroundings, he has been troubled 
lately by what he calls a “nervousness.” 

“The strangest thing about it is it attacks 
me as the weekend comes, because I was 
so long at this. I think it’s an occupational 
hazard,” Taylor said. “Since I’ve had this, 
I’ve talked to a number of pastors who tell 
me that they have a restlessness on 
Saturday. They don’t sleep well, which I 
knew all of my years.” 

Researchers who study his preaching 
call him a walking thesaurus. 

In his interview with the AP, he 
described the Bible as a “document for the 
outcast” that “only an oppressed people 
can more easily grasp.” The segregated 
South was a “a strange kind of entity.” 
And the Gospel “has been captured by the 
culture, so it has become sometimes a pale 
reflection, sometimes an all too vivid 
reflection, of what the culture is.” 

As a preacher, he often reached back to 
his childhood in Baton Rouge, La., to 
underscore the ethical absurdity of segre- 
gation to white audiences. He said that 
when city leaders wanted to kill disease- 
carrying mosquitoes, they sprayed pesti- 
cide almost exclusively in white neighbor- 
hoods, stopping at a street that was an 
unofficial border between the white and 
black areas. Taylor said it made his uncle 
laugh. 

“He said, "What do these people think? 
They think these mosquitoes will stop at 
Reddy Street,” Taylor said. “Over and 
over again, I had that kind of experience to 
use.” 

The closest Taylor came to having a 
national platform was when NBC radio 
broadcast his sermons starting in the 
1950s. He said many of the listeners had 
no idea he was African-American. One 
Mississippi woman wrote to him, saying 
she was the daughter of a Confederate sol- 
dier and her maiden name was Taylor and 
she wondered if they were related. 

“I did not send her a picture of myself,” 
he said, laughing. “But I wrote and told 
her I doubted it.” 

Taylor is working with his doctors to 
get well enough to preach more often, but 
likely won’t return to the full schedule of 
teaching, lecturing and speaking that filled 
the early years of his retirement. Despite a 
lifetime of accomplishments, he said he is 
both “eager and scared” about the prospect 
of preaching now.

Sweet land of liberty

Restoring our 
credibility 


The Democratic congressional leadership - 
- lamely led by Sen. Harry Reid and House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi -- is squandering its 
chance to repair what this administration has 
continually done to not only our personal con- 
stitutional liberties but also to our credibility 
around the world. 

It is too late to follow the advice of John 
Adams: "Nip the shoots of arbitrary power in 
the bud, is the only maxim which can ever 
preserve the liberties of any people." There 
are now more than shoots. But in a nation that 
remains open to dissent against an administra- 
tion that has acquired so much unitary execu- 
tive power -- the antithesis of democracy that 
our Founding Fathers tried hard to prevent -- 
it is not too late to organize to reclaim our her- 
itage. 

For example, on March 20, in its founding 
statement, the American Freedom Agenda 
stated: "We are conservative scholars, 
activists and writers. We do not favor a crip- 
pled executive or enfeebled government." 
However, "in a time of danger, checks and 
balances make for stronger government 
because the people will more readily accept a 
muscular authority if barriers against abuses 
are strong ... 

"Today, the clear and present danger to 
conservative philosophy is the White House." 

The proclaimers and organizers of the 
American Freedom Agenda include former 
Republican Congressman Bob Barr, a pillar of 
privacy rights and other individual guarantees 
under the Constitution; Richard Viguerie, a 
resourceful spreader of the message of limited 
government; and John Whitehead, founder of 
the Rutherford Institute, whose ceaseless flow 
of written and radio commentary makes it 
appear that he is channeling James Madison. 

The admirably determined and energetic 
initiator of the American Freedom Agenda is 
Bruce Fein, who served in the Reagan Justice 
Department as assistant director of the Office 
of Legal Policy and as an associate deputy 
attorney general. He would have been my 
choice as successor to the clueless Alberto 
Gonzales, but the crucial priorities of the 
American Freedom Agenda make it clear that 
George W. Bush would rather have left the 
position open if Bruce Fein had been the only 
possibility. 

In order to reclaim the respect of our allies 
against our murderous enemies, the American 
Freedom Agenda would roll back the White 
House's "end runs around due process" by 
curbing the president's authority, on his say-so 
alone to "arrest, imprison indefinitely, torture 
and transport to foreign dungeons those he 
deems 'enemy combatants’ outside our legal 
system." 

And, here are at home, it would curb the 
president's "inherent constitutional power" (as 
he misreads that founding document) to: "tap 
phones, read e-mails, open mail and even 
break and enter without warrants or judicial 
review" as well as: 

"improperly use ‘signing statements’ to 
ignore the law, employ secret evidence and 
evidence obtained by torture; and frustrate 
proper congressional oversight through exces- 
sive claims of national security." 

In that latter pledge, Fein and his col- 
leagues are much too kind to Congress, which 
has continually permitted itself to be frustrat- 
ed by, for one example, not conducting a sin- 
gle investigation, with subpoena powers, into 
the accountability -- all the way up the chain 
of command -- of the CIA's rampant lawless- 
ness under the special approval of the presi- 
dent. This has created, among other U.S. and 
international war crimes, the disappearance of 
an untold number of "ghost prisoners" in the 
CIA's secret prisons and who knows where 
else. (What say you, Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey?) 

Having brought John Adams into this con- 
versation, I am glad the American Freedom 
Agenda reminds us of another acutely con- 
temporary observation by Adams: 

"There is danger from all men. The only 
maxim of a free government ought to be to 
trust no man living with power to endanger 
the public liberty." 

Also in its founding statement, the Agenda 
includes my favorite warning from, I believe, 
the wisest man to ever sit on the Supreme 
Court, Louis Brandeis: "The greatest dangers 
to liberty lurk in insidious encroachment by 
men of zeal, well meaning but without under- 
standing."

MTA a good deal 


To the Editor: 

Shortly after the loud rushing sound 
(not unlike a full MTA bus quickly, clean- 
ly and safely delivering kids to the Boys 
and Girls Club after school) in my ears 
had subsided, I took time to reflect on 
Tommy Wayne Kramer’s recent column 
offering his opinion of the Mendocino 
Transit Authority. 

As chair of the MTA board, I neither 
take his comments lightly, because I don’t 
think he’s alone in his opinion, nor do I 
agree with him. Since Tommy Wayne, and 
he believes his friends, don’t ride the 
MTA, he’s missing out on a remarkable 
experience. 

Our (your) buses and Dial-A-Ride 
vehicles service almost 1,600 passenger 
trips around the county each day. Many of 
our passengers are transit-dependent, hav- 
ing no other transportation options, and 
many are not. They use the MTA to go to 
school (we serve innumerable public and 
private K-12 schools, two colleges and 
one university center), to work, shopping, 
medical appointments and a wide variety 
of other locations. We subsidize most of 
the senior center transportation programs 
in Mendocino County so our seniors can 
eat healthy meals, socialize and generally 
lead fuller, richer lives. MTA also works 
closely with many non-profit and county 
agencies to provide service for their 
clients and guests. 

Without MTA there would be hundreds 
more vehicle trips per day on Mendocino 
County roads, and those who would wake 
up and weep if it disappeared tomorrow 
would mostly be the ones that our society 
traditionally tends to ignore: the poor, 
elderly, youth, physically and mentally 
challenged, and those who just don’t see 
the value of a car in every garage. It’s true 
that fares alone don’t cover the MTA 
operating cost. The MTA is a public ser- 
vice similar to police or fire service. For 
the greater good of the community, all res- 
idents pay and access is guaranteed to 
those who need the services. 

As for pollution, our buses use ultra- 
low sulfur diesel and have just been retro- 
fitted with the latest filters that give us 
some of the lowest emissions of any 
diesel fleet in California. This coming 
year we are looking at experimenting with 
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bio-diesel now that there is a standard of 
quality measurement available. We plan to 
start with our maintenance fleet so we can 
closely monitor the effects and then hope- 
fully move on to our bus fleet. 

I’ve not touched on the budget and rid- 
ership questions TWK raised in his col- 
umn because the budget is a public docu- 
ment and is available at the MTA office 
and should also be available at all four 
city halls in the county and the county 
administrative offices on Low Gap Road 
in Ukiah. Budget updates and ridership 
figures are reported monthly in the board 
agenda, which is also a public document. 
It doesn’t take a professional investigator 
to find the answers to these questions. 

If TWK is supporting our local econo- 
my, he might pass on his next Red Tail, 
Boont Amber, Red Seal or can of U-Brew 
Pilsner (or several Buzz Beers if he 
prefers to send his money out of the com- 
munity and contribute further to global 
warming) and instead spend the money 
riding the Local 9 around Ukiah or the 
Bragg-About in Fort Bragg and meeting 
our wonderful drivers and riders. 

If Tommy Wayne can’t forego the cost 
of a beer, he can ride the free Holiday 
Trolley that’s sponsored by many Ukiah 
merchants and associations. It starts the 
day after Thanksgiving and connects 
downtown Ukiah with the Pear Tree and 
Orchard Plaza shopping areas until after 
Christmas. If he would like, I'l gladly 
join him anytime for a ride on this festive 
holiday tradition.

TOM ELIAS 


Calpers valuing 
money over morality 


For most of the last decade, the California Public 
Employees Retirement System was the world leader in 
financial morality, refusing to invest in countries 
where slave labor is the norm, where there is no free- 
dom of speech or press and where there are no free 
market policies. 


China, for one. 


As the largest pension fund in the world with more 
than $240 billion in assets and cash constantly flowing 
in for new investing, CalPERS has managed to influ- 
ence the laws and societies of many countries. The 
Philippines are one example of a nation that adapted 
its labor laws to fit within CalPERS guidelines. 


Under the guidance of former state Treasurer Phil 
Angelides, the defeated 2006 Democratic candidate 
for governor, the gigantic retirement fund consistently 
for most of the last decade placed morality over 
money - while still making plenty for its pensioners 
through steady investment policies. 


Until this fall. With Angelides sitting on the side- 
lines, virtually anonymous bean-counting money man- 
agers have taken over at CalPERS. They pointed out 
that the fund has lost about $200 million in potential 
profits because it did not invest in Chinese businesses 
which saw large stock price runups. 


Never mind that many of those companies pay their 
workers less than a dollar a day to make everything 
from baseball caps to coffee tables, sophisticated elec- 
tronics and toys that have been recalled because of 
lead in their paint. 


Some even pay them nothing, using the labor of 
millions of convicted so-called criminals and political 
prisoners to make goods sold all over the world. 


Making slightly lower profits by refusing to take 
advantage of this kind of slave and near-slave labor 
did not bother CalPERS while Angelides was its lead- 
ing influence. 


That's changed. Under its newly adopted policy, 
CalPERS board members, many of whom are now 
appointees of Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, will let 
six outside money managers charged with investing 
funds earmarked for emerging markets evaluate com- 
panies and their home countries. 


The only restriction on them will be that they have 
to justify their investments to the pension fund's 
trustees. 


That apparently won't be hard to do. For by aban- 
doning a policy that has induced positive change in 
several nations, the trustees are signaling that they've 
changed their priorities: Money now trumps morality. 


Some trustees deny this, of course. "This shouldn't 
be seen as a loosening of the policy,” said trustee 
George Diehr, elected to the board as a representative 
of state employees. "We're not opening the flood- 
gates." 


But they might as well be. For when a firm policy 
that has produced positive results is abandoned 
because of the potential loss of less than 1 percent of 
CalPERS funds, that sends a message, to wit: "This 
board no longer cares much what you do to your work- 
ers; we just want to make money." 


Observers in all philosophical wings of California 
politics were horrified by this move. "For a couple 
hundred million, they want to hire slaves?" observed 
Steve Frank, a former head of the far-right California 
Republican Assembly, on his weblog. "It is time to 
stop them, again. Honesty and morality must be part of 
our investment plans. What is controversial about not 
investing in slavery?" 


Any policy that can make a dedicated conservative 
Republican like Frank long for a policy begun by lib- 
eral Phil Angelides must be worth keeping. 


And state legislators are the only group with the 
power to second-guess the CalPERS board. Which 
means it's high time to call pension fund board mem- 
bers before legislative committees and cross-examine 
them on their votes. 


After all, turnabout is fair play. If the CalPERS 
board members can adopt a policy requiring their fund 
managers to explain their actions periodically, surely 
legislators should not hesitate in demanding that those 
board members also be called to task when they adopt 
a policy that just might encourage brutality, slavery 
and other forms of unconscionable exploitation.

Rose Bowl on the line for Bruins, Trojans in 77th meeting

LOS ANGELES — Even with so 
much importance attached to the 77th 
UCLA-Southern California matchup, 
Trojans coach Pete Carroll welcomed 
an opportunity to talk about Karl 
Dorrell, his Bruins counterpart. 

There is, of course, the unique 
aspect to the rivalry — the schools are 
located 15 miles apart in the same city. 
So there are always in-game battles 
between lifelong friends, and that 
makes the bragging rights a big deal 
no matter what the tangible reward 
might be. 

It happens that Saturday’s game 
will be the 36th where a Rose Bowl 
berth is on the line for at least one of 
the teams, with the eighth-ranked 


Trojans playing in Pasadena on New 
Year’s Day should they win, and the 
Bruins going if they prevail and 
Arizona upsets No. 13 Arizona State. 

In addition, the winner receives a 
significant recruiting boost. 

All that said, it would have been 
understandable had Carroll side- 
stepped a dicey issue when asked 
about Dorrell, the embattled fifth-year 
UCLA coach whose job appears in 
jeopardy. 

Carroll did no such thing. 

“T think he’s done a fantastic job,” 
the USC coach said without hesitation. 
“T think they have had the issues that 
can stagger a program with the quar- 
terback situation that they have had, 
let alone other injuries that they have 
had. 


“T know that there’s been a lot of 
talk and all that stuff, but he’s found a 
way to keep his team together and 
position themselves right now to be a 
Pac-10 representative in the Rose 
Bowl, and shoot, we’re thrilled to be in 
that situation and I’m sure they are, 
too.” 

It appeared USC’s stranglehold on 
the Pac-10 would end after a 24-17 
loss at Oregon five weeks ago, but the 
Trojans (9-2, 6-2) won their last three 
games to raise their November record 
under Carroll to 23-0. Meanwhile, the 
Ducks lost twice. 

Thus, USC will win an unprece- 
dented sixth straight conference title 
by beating the Bruins. 

“Its crazy how things work out,” 
USC defensive end Lawrence Jackson 


said. ““We’re happy to be here right 
now. We’re always optimistic around 
here, playing for coach Carroll. A lot 
of people were laughing at us a couple 
weeks ago.” 

UCLA (6-5, 5-3) had lost three 
straight before blanking Oregon 16-0 
last weekend, putting the Bruins in 
position to play in the Rose Bowl with 
a victory over USC and an assist from 
Arizona. 

“I think everybody counted us out 
after we went through our midseason 
slide,’ UCLA safety Dennis Keyes 
said. “To be playing this game with a 
possible chance to go to the Rose 
Bowl is definitely crazy. It’s some- 
thing we didn’t envision happening 
this way. But our goal was to do this

Lower divisions could show BCS a thing or two

Hey BCS big shots, take a tip from 
the little guys. 

No, not the Hawaiis and the Boise 
States, the real little guys. Divisions II 
and III, and that one formerly known 
as I-AA. The little guys have the same 
reasons for not having a playoff sys- 
tem — academics, time constraints, 
travel budgets and that oh, so tricky 
issue of who gets in and who doesn’t 
— but they found a way to make it 
work. 

And they don’t have nearly the 
resources you do. 

Wailing and whining about the 
Bowl Championship Series is as much 
a part of this time of year as holiday 
cards and office parties. The powers- 
that-be have been trying since 1998 to 
perfect a system that will produce a 
true national champion year in and 
year out, and still don’t have it right. 

In fact, they might be further away 
than ever. 

Depending upon what happens 
Saturday, a two-loss team could play 
for the national title Jan. 7 in New 
Orleans. Ohio State might get shut out 
simply because it had the misfortune 


to lose late in the year. The only unde- 
feated team, Hawaii, has no shot at the 
national championship. 

The lower divisions, meanwhile, 
are quietly going about their playoffs. 
The quarterfinals are this weekend, 
and there will be undisputed national 
champions in all three lower divisions, 
as well as the NAIA, by the time the 
Poinsettia Bowl kicks off Dec. 20. 

“T think it’s great that it ultimately 
decides who the national champion 
will be,” said Wisconsin-Whitewater 
coach Lance Leipold, whose 
Warhawks play Wabash on Saturday 
and are trying to make it to the D-III 
title game for a third straight year. 

Imagine that, national champions 
that are decided on the field. While 
exams are going on, no less. 

There are reasons a full-scale play- 
off system wouldn’t be good for 
Division I, most of them having to do 
with large sums of money. But the 
ones typically given — schoolwork, 
timing, travel, seeding — are little 
more than flimsy excuses, especially 
when you consider what the little guys 
do year after year. 

Lower-division playoffs start in the 
middle of November and run four or 
five games. Anywhere from 16 


(Football Championship Subdivision) 
to 32 (Division II) teams make it in. 

Sure, there’s griping from teams 
No. 17 and 33, or from a school sure it 
deserved better than a sixth seed. But 
the same thing happens with the 
NCAA basketball tournament, and life 
goes on. Besides, with 16 or 24 or 32 
teams, the real contenders are going to 
make it in, and then it’s up to them to 
play their way to the top. But at least 
they have the chance. 

The format for the lower-division 
playoffs has the finals at specific 
venues, with early rounds at campus 
sites. The D-I folks say that kind of 
setup would never work, even if the 
existing bowl system was used. Fans 
wouldn’t travel, and the early round 

ame. 

As for that concern about cutting 
into class time and sacrificing acade- 
mics, please. 

Lower-division players have just as 
many demands on their time. Tutors 
aren’t set up for them, and they don’t 
have someone who makes sure they 
have time-friendly schedules. The D- 
III guys don’t even get scholarships. 

Most travel the old-school way, too: 
By bus. Under D-III rules, you don’t 
fly unless a game is more than 500 


miles away. And they don’t leave 
Wednesday or Thursday for a Saturday 
game. They go on Friday, usually after 
classes. 

Yet they’ve managed to juggle foot- 
ball and their schoolwork just fine dur- 
ing the postseason. There are countless 
stories about coaches (who are also 
teachers) overseeing exams because 
the team is on the road. Or players 
missing or showing up late for practice 
because of class. 

Wisconsin-Whitewater has played 
15 games each of the last two seasons. 
The team GPA? A 3.0. The Warhawks 
even managed to pull off long-distance 
graduations. 

Whitewater’s mid-year commence- 
ment fell on the same day as the Stagg 
Bowl the last two years. The players 
who were graduating brought their 
caps and gowns with them, a telecon- 
ference was set up with the school’s 
chancellor and they got their diplomas 
the day before the game. 

So it was a little unorthodox. It 
worked. 

That’s what the little guys have 
been doing for years, finding ways to 
make the playoffs work.

Warriors on the rise

OAKLAND — AI Harrington gives up 
9 inches and 60 pounds to Yao Ming. Yet 
by using his quickness to front and harass 
the 7-foot-6 Yao, Harrington is somehow 
able to shut down Houston’s All-Star 
center. 

Harrington outplayed Yao for a second 
straight meeting, shutting him down at 
one end and scoring 18 points on the 
other to help the Golden State Warriors 
beat the Rockets 113-94 on Thursday 
night for their eighth win in nine games 
after an 0-6 start. 

Yao shot 4-for-12 and had five 
turnovers, finishing with a season-low 10 
points. Andris Biedrins started the game 
guarding Yao but coach Don Nelson 
quickly changed to Harrington. In two 
games against the Warriors since 
Harrington joined the team last season, 
Yao has only 19 points on 6-of-16 shoot- 
ing. 
“T definitely do not own Yao Ming. If I 
play behind him, he will kill me,” 
Harrington said, crediting his teammates 
for their help defensively. 

“He still had opportunities to make 
some baskets but I think by the time he 
got it he was tired by being hit and front- 
ed all the time. We did a good job of 
wearing him down.” 

Baron Davis led the way with 27 
points and eight assists and Stephen 
Jackson added 19 points for the Warriors 
(8-7), who became the fastest team in 
NBA history to post a winning record 
after losing its first six games. Cleveland 
took 23 games to do it in 1995-96. 

Jackson’s return from a season-open- 
ing seven-game suspension has played a 
big part in the resurgence, as the Warriors 
defense has stiffened up since getting 
their stopper back. 

“It definitely feels good,” Jackson 
said. “It was hard work. We want to con- 
tinue to stay above .500. We don’t want 
to go on another slide where we lose six 
in a row.” 

Nelson gave the credit for this win to 
Harrington, who pulled Yao away from 
the basket on the offensive end by mak- 
ing four of five 3-pointers and frustrated 
him on the defensive end. 

“Yao is not able to guard Harrington 
yet we could guard him at the other end 
by some techniques that were successful 
tonight,” Nelson said. “Al did a mar- 
velous job. If anybody gets the game ball 
tonight, I think it’s Al. He did such a great 
job on Yao with his fronting and then he 
made his shots and just made it a miser- 
able night for Yao. That doesn’t happen 
very often.” 

Golden State even held its own on the 
boards against the taller Rockets, outre- 
bounding them 45-41. Ellis and Biedrins 
led the way with 10 boards apiece. 
Houston had outrebounded its last three 
opponents by at least 10 each game. 

After the teams traded runs in the first 
half, Golden State opened the game up 
early in the third quarter. Barnes hit a 3- 
pointer, a driving layup and fed Ellis on 
an alley-oop during a 15-2 run that gave 
the Warriors a 74-55 lead midway 
through the third.

Ellis had six points during the spurt, 
capping it with the alley-oop and a fast- 
break basket off a feed from Davis.

Golden State scored the first eight 
points of the game and led 18-3 midway 
through the opening quarter as Houston 
made only one of its first 10 shots and 
turned the ball over three times. The 
Rockets fought back with a 14-3 ruin 
later in the quarter and trailed only 29-24 
after one. 

Houston scored nine straight early in 
the second quarter to take its first lead of 
the game before the Warriors responded 
with a 14-2 run to help take a 59-50 lead 
at the break. 

“They kept attacking us. We have to 
respond better,” Houston coach Rick 
Adelman said. “They have the ability to 
run up the score again even when they let 
you back in the game. That’s what hap- 
pened after we took the lead.” 

Notes: Both teams were on the back 
end of back-to-backs, with Houston hav- 
ing won at Phoenix and Golden State 
winning at Sacramento on Wednesday. ...

| SEAN TAYLOR’S DEATH 


Miami-Dade Police: 4 men arrested in slaying 
of Washington Redskins star Sean Taylor

MIAMI — The Miami- 
Dade Police Department has 
arrested four people in con- 
nection with the shooting 
death of Washington Redskins 
star Sean Taylor. 

Police spokeswoman Linda 
O’Brien identified the men as: 
Venjah K. Hunte, 20; Eric 
Rivera Jr., 17; Jason Scott 
Mitchell, 17; and Charles 
Kendrick Lee Wardlow, 18. 
O’Brien said the charges for 
each had not yet been deter- 
mined, but “we are talking 
murder and burglary.” 

The four men were arrested 
Friday in southwest Florida, 
about 100 miles from Miami. 
They will be booked into the 
Lee County Jail and eventual- 
ly will be returned to Miami, 
O’Brien said. She did not 
have any information on when 
they would appear in court, 
their hometowns or if they had 
attorneys. 

The 24-year-old Pro Bowl 
safety died Tuesday, one day 
after being shot at his home in 
an affluent Miami suburb dur- 
ing what officials said 
appeared to be an attempted 
burglary. The suspects didn’t 
expect Taylor to be home, said 
police director Robert Parker, 
but Taylor was recuperating 


from a knee injury and had 
returned to Miami from 
Washington. 

“They were certainly not 
looking to go there and kill 
anyone,” Parker said. 

Authorities said they had 
more than one confession, but 
Parker would not elaborate. 

“We’re looking into 
whether or not one or more of 
the individuals had been at the 
residence before,” Parker said. 

Police have been investi- 
gating a possible link to a 
Nov. 17 break-in at Taylor’s 
home, during which they said 
someone pried open a front 
window, rifled through draw- 
ers and left a kitchen knife on 
a bed. 

The Miami Herald reported 
on its Web site that Mitchell 
and Wardlow had connections 
to Taylor. Mitchell cut 
Taylor’s lawn and did other 
chores at the house, Mitchell’s 
twin brother, Scottie, told the 
paper. Taylor’s sister, Sasha 
Johnson, dates Wardlow’s 
older cousin Christopher, and 
Scottie Mitchell told the paper 
the couple invited Jason 
Mitchell to Johnson’s birthday 
party within the past two 
months. 

O’Brien would not confirm 
the report when contacted by 
The Associated Press. 


“This is another step, but 
not a conclusion, in a very 
personal and painful tragedy,” 
Redskins owner Dan Snyder 
said in a statement Friday 
night. 

Taylor and longtime girl- 
friend, Jackie Garcia, were 
awakened early Monday by 
loud noises at Taylor’s home 
in an affluent Miami suburb, 
family friend Richard 
Sharpstein said. Taylor 
grabbed a machete he keeps in 
the bedroom for protection, 
Sharpstein said, then someone 
broke through the bedroom 
door and fired two shots, one 
missing and one hitting Taylor 
in the upper leg. Neither the 
couple’s 18-month-old daugh- 
ter, also named Jackie, nor 
Garcia were injured in the 
attack. 

The bullet damaged the 
femoral artery in Taylor’s leg, 
causing significant blood loss. 
Taylor never regained con- 
sciousness and died a little 
more than 24 hours later. 

A public viewing for Taylor 
is scheduled Sunday in 
Miami, and the entire 
Redskins organization plans 
to fly to Florida to attend 
Monday’s funeral at Pharmed 
Arena at Florida International 
University. 

The Redskins also 
announced that fans attending 
the team’s Sunday game will 


receive a towel with Taylor’s 
No.21 jersey on it and that his 
name will be displayed promi- 
nently in one of the end zones. 
Snyder said the team will con- 
tribute a minimum of 
$500,000 to a fund to benefit 
Taylor’s daughter.

Elway’s bittersweet memories mark 
25th anniversary of The Play in Cal- 


Stanford lore

STANFORD Long 
before John Elway earned his 
worldwide fame, fortune and 
Super Bowl rings, he was sim- 
ply a face in the sideline 
crowd who couldn’t believe 
the final play in the 85th Big 
Game. 

Just over 25 years ago, 
Stanford’s quarterback 
watched in dismay as 
California made The Play. 
Five increasingly improbable 
laterals led to a touchdown on 
the game-winning, last-sec- 
ond kickoff return into a 
band-strewn end zone, with 
Cal’s Kevin Moen flattening a 
Stanford trombone player as 
punctuation. 

Some casual football fans 
don’t even remember Elway 
had a big role in that Big 
Game — but one group 
always recalls. 

“I really don’t hear that 
much about it, unless it’s from 
a Cal guy,” said Elway, who 
finished second to Herschel 
Walker in Heisman Trophy 
voting as a senior in 1982. 
“The Cal people love to bring 
it up.” 

The 110th Big Game at 
Stanford Stadium on Saturday 
is a chance for the next gener- 
ation of Bay Area players to 
make their own memories. 
California (6-5, 3-5 Pac-10) 
probably needs the win to 
assure a bowl berth, while 
Stanford (3-8, 2-6) could sal- 
vage coach Jim Harbaugh’s 
debut season by blemishing 
Cal coach Jeff Tedford’s per- 
fect record against the 
Cardinal. 

“Players seem to play out- 
side their capability and do 
big things in a rivalry,” 
Stanford cornerback Nick 
Sanchez said. “They’ll be 
fighting for a bowl, but we’ll 
be fighting just as hard to get 
The Axe back and win the Big 
Game.” 

But even a matchup 
between two outstanding 
teams — in truth, something 
that rarely happens in the Big 
Game — probably wouldn’t 
hold up against those shenani- 
gans in Berkeley 25 years ago. 

“It was areal good football 
game, and people don’t real- 
ize it because they just 
remember that one play,” said 
Elway, who first watched the 
entire game broadcast two 
months ago. “I was glad I was 
in the game. It’s one of those 
that will go down in history 
forever and ever, so I was glad 
to be part of history, even if I 
was on the wrong side of his- 
tory.” 

And just like any Stanford 
sympathizer, Elway still won- 
ders whether The Play should 
have been blown dead at least 
twice, either on what looks 
like an early tackle or a late 
forward lateral. 

The Play has become the 
single largest part of the Big 
Game’s already hefty lore. It’s 
also a national touchstone for 
the age of sports highlight 
programs, with innumerable 
repetitions over the years. The 
Versus network, which will 
televise the game, even made 
a special program on it for the 


25th anniversary. 

Nobody will be making 
any best-selling highlight 
videos of the current season at 
Cal or Stanford. The Golden 
Bears are among the sport’s 
biggest disappointments, 
falling from a No. 2 ranking 
with five losses in their last 
six games, while Stanford is 
finishing its sixth straight los- 
ing season. 

Though the skid has made 
the Bears’ season horribly dis- 
appointing no matter their 
final record, they still have 
motivation beyond a rivalry 
win. Cal wouldn’t be guaran- 
teed a bowl berth at 6-6, but a 
win over Stanford probably 
would propel the Bears into 
San Francisco’s Emerald 
Bowl for the first time — a 
fifth straight bowl appearance 
under Tedford, who has beat- 
en Stanford five straight 
times. 

“T don’t get caught up in all 
that rival stuff,” said receiver 
Lavelle Hawkins, who leads 
Cal with 62 catches for 792 
yards and five touchdowns. 
“It’s just really a big game to 
me. We’ve got to take care of 
business, beating Stanford 
and winning my bowl game.” 

The Bears had a bye week 
over the Thanksgiving holi- 
day, and their coaches put 
them through a series of reme- 
dial workouts designed to 
erase any self-pitying atti- 
tudes. Quarterback Nate 
Longshore stuck around the 
Bay Area during the holiday 
to make sure he kept his con- 
centration. 

“A lot of guys were able to 
refocus and watch other teams 
play and get excited for just 
playing, regardless of what 
was going on, understanding 
that we’re lucky to even play 
this game,” said Longshore, 
whose struggles have made 
him a target of unhappy fans. 
“I feel like there’s a different 
focus this week, and we’re 
excited for it.” 

Though Harbaugh’s debut 
season already was highlight- 
ed by the Cardinal’s upset of 
USC, he could get endear 
himself to Stanford fans in his 
first chance to face Tedford, 
another former quarterback 
who took over a struggling 
Pac-10 program. 

“For a lot of guys, this will 
be the last time they play foot- 
ball,” said Harbaugh, whose 
father was the defensive coor- 
dinator at Stanford. “I had the 
chance to see (the Big Game) 
up close as a high school kid. 
It very much to me felt like 
Michigan-Ohio State, the big 
rivalries that you associated 
with college football.” 

The coaches don’t know 
each other well, but Tedford’s 
team seems more vulnerable 
than it has been at any point in 
his six seasons. The Bears 
were awful in a 14-point loss 
to lowly Washington two 
weeks ago, and the coach is 
sleeping even less than usual 
while he attempts to figure it 
out. 

“Right now, a bowl game 
really isn’t on our mind,” 
Tedford said. “It’s all about 
the Big Game. It’s all about 
retaining The Axe and getting 
back on the winning track.”

child, I was finally diagnosed as 
bipolar/Attention Deficit Disorder. I haven’t 
worked at a serious job outside the house since. 
That was 11 years ago. 

I understand my husband is tired of being 
the only breadwinner in the family and he par- 
ticularly misses the medical benefits I used to 
get through my old job, but I don’t feel compe- 
tent to do that kind of work anymore. It is a 
struggle to get through the day and take care of 
the most mundane things. My short-term mem- 
ory is shot and I suffer frequent bouts of 
depression. The medication and therapy help, 
but only to function. Hubby is convinced I 
could get a regular job if I wanted to. 

What I fear most about getting a job that 
would challenge me is that I’Il have to use lots 
of memory in order to handle all the details.

This often stirs up unrelated and distressing 
memories and ways of thinking, both directly 
related to my mental illness. My husband does- 
n’t seriously consider my fear of being hospi- 
talized again. Plus, two of our three kids are 
special needs and they need me more than we 
need another paycheck. I’ve asked my husband 
to come with me to therapy so we can discuss 
this, but he’s so certain we can solve all our 
financial worries if I get a job that he doesn’t 
want to hear anything else. 

I’ve been as reasonable as I know how to be 
and his inability to listen is starting to stress me 
out. I’m trying to find a way to explain what 
I’m going through so he will understand. What 
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be pressuring you to get a job, especially if 
your paycheck would be eaten up by hiring 
care for your children. But you also seem 
afraid to get a job. Many bipolar people man- 
age quite well when they are on medication 
and getting therapy, as you are. And you cer- 
tainly don’t have to rejoin the workforce by 
returning to your old position, which could be 
stressful. 

Tell your husband you will consider a job if 
he will come with you to your therapist so both 
of you can discuss your needs and fears. And 
stop referring to yourself as “crazy.” You are 
not. You have an illness and you are treating it. 
How we label ourselves has a great deal to do 
with our self-esteem and you may be con- 
tributing to your anxiety by believing such 
labels.

Democrats reach deal on auto fuel efficiency 


Agreement clears way 
for vote on energy bill

WASHINGTON Congres- 
sional Democrats reached a compro- 
mise late Friday to boost automobile 
fuel economy by 40 percent, clearing 
the way for a House vote probably 
next week on an energy bill that 
Democratic leaders would like to 
send to President Bush before 
Christmas. 

The agreement came after House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi reached an 
accord with Rep. John Dingell, D- 
Mich., a longtime protector of the 
auto industry that dominates his 
home state, to ease the impact of the 
new fuel economy requirements. 

“A compromise has been reached 
on automobile fuel efficiency stan- 
dards,” Dingell announced in a state- 
ment. 

Automakers would be required to 
meet an industrywide average of 35 
miles per gallon for cars and light 
trucks, including SUVs, by 2020, the 
first increase by Congress in car fuel 
efficiency in 32 years. 

With oil prices hovering near $90 
a barrel and gasoline above $3 a gal- 


lon, Democrats have been eager to 
sent Bush a package of new energy 
measures. 

But Democratic leaders were 
stymied over disagreement on the 
auto fuel efficiency issues as Dingell, 
the longest-serving member of the 
House and chairman of the Energy 
and Commerce Committee, insisted 
on some provisions to ease the tran- 
sition for automakers. 

Pelosi, D-Calif., said in a state- 
ment that the auto efficiency increas- 
es “will serve as the cornerstone” of 
the energy bill she intends to bring 
up for a vote next week. 

Agreement among Democrats on 
the auto fuel economy issue was 
viewed as key to getting the bill 
passed by the Senate, where oppo- 
nents are sure to launch a filibuster, 
requiring 60 votes to overcome. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid of Nevada called the agreement 
“good news” and said he hoped to 
take up the legislation quickly after 
the House acts. 

Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., who 
strongly opposed the 35 mpg 
requirement when it passed the 
Senate in June, endorsed Friday’s 
compromise. It “will require new 
fuel economy standards that will be 


challenging for auto manufacturers,” 
he said in a statement. “(But) we got 
concessions on some of the most 
important issues.” 

Under the agreement, the ability 
of carmakers to use production of so- 
called flex-fuel vehicles that run on 
85 percent ethanol to offset some of 
the fuel efficiency increases would 
be extended five years, to 2014. 
Also, the new standards would be set 
on the basis of vehicle weight, giving 
manufacturers greater flexibility to 
meet the requirements for SUVs and 
pickup trucks. 

Still, the industry overall must 
achieve 35 mpg average, counting all 
vehicles, by 2020, compared with the 
current requirement of 27.5 mpg 
fleet average for cars — a level that 
has not increased since 1989 — and 
22 mpg for SUVs, passenger vans 
and pickups. 

She said the bill also will include 
a ramp up in the use of ethanol and 
other biofuels and a requirement for 
nonpublic electric utilities to use a 
minimum amount of renewable ener- 
gy such as wind and solar to produce 
their power. 

While details of those provisions 
were still being worked out, aides 
said the ethanol provision was 


expected to mirror Senate require- 
ments for use of 36 billion gallons of 
ethanol a year by 2022, a sevenfold 
increase over today’s productions. 

Power companies would have to 
produce 15 percent of their electrici- 
ty from renewable energy, aides 
close to the discussions said. 

Both the Senate and House 
approved separate energy bills last 
summer, but Democratic leaders 
have struggled for weeks to try to 
work out a compromise acceptable to 
both chambers — and gamer the 60 
votes needed to survive a sure fili- 
buster in the Senate. 

House Republicans have called 
the legislation a “non-energy bill” 
because, they said, it ignores any 
measures to promote domestic pro- 
duction of oil, natural gas or 
increased use of coal. 

But Pelosi has said its aim is to 
turn away from fossil fuels toward 
development of renewable fuels and 
place greater emphasis on spurring 
energy efficiency and conservation. 

She said the auto fuel economy 
provisions represent a “landmark ... 
that will offer the automobile indus- 
try the certainty it needs, while offer- 
ing flexibility to automakers and 
ensuring we keep American manu- 


facturing jobs and continued domes- 
tic production of smaller vehicles.” 

The agreement on vehicle fuel 
economy came after days of tense 
discussions between Pelosi and 
Dingell, who had pressed for conces- 
sions to help the industry. Pelosi 
agreed to a number of Dingell’s 
demands but stood firm on the over- 
all requirement of 35 mpg, phased in 
over the next 13 years. 

“The agreement reached today 
prescribes standards that are both 
aggressive and attainable,” said 
Dingell. “We have achieved consen- 
sus on several provisions that pro- 
vide critical environmental safe- 
guards without jeopardizing 
American jobs.” 

Meanwhile it became increasingly 
likely — though not yet certain — 
that Democratic leaders will abandon 
attempts to repeal nearly $16 billion 
in tax breaks to the oil industry as 
had been approved by the House ear- 
lier this year. 

It remained unclear Friday 
whether some, more limited tax pro- 
visions aimed at ensuring extensions 
of tax credits and incentives for 
renewable fuels development would 
be included.

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose more than 150 
points in the session after 
Bernanke gave investors more 
reason to believe further inter- 
est rate cuts could be on the 
way. But the market gave back 
a big chunk of the gains, a fiz- 
zle that was perhaps to be 
expected after stocks’ huge 
gains Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Nervousness 
about tech stocks, the result of 
weak results from Dell Inc., 


pulled the tech-dominated 
Nasdaq composite index 
down. 


In a speech late Thursday, 
Bernanke said persistently 
tight credit conditions, the 
housing slump and high ener- 
gy prices will probably create 
some “headwinds for the con- 
sumer in the months ahead,” 
and the central bank will have 
to be “exceptionally alert and 
flexible.” 

The comments echoed 
those of Fed Vice Chairman 
Donald Kohn earlier in the 
week, which helped Wall 
Street recover some of its 
recent steep losses. Investors 
read Bernanke’s words as a 
sign that the Fed is willing to 
lower interest rates again after 
cutting them at the past two 
meetings. 

“Although the U.S. is in the 
eye of the credit storm, we’ve 


that they’re prepared to do so 
again if necessary,” said 
Robert Jukes, global equity 
strategist at Collins Stewart in 
London. 

The Fed meets again Dec. 
11, and a rate cut could help 
reinvigorate the slowing econ- 
omy, proponents of such a 
move say.

Government bonds fell as 
investors pulled their money 
out of the safe securities and 
put it back into stocks. The 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite the price, rose 
to 3.95 percent from 3.93 per- 
cent late Thursday. 

Crude oil prices fell $2.30 
to settle at $88.71 per barrel 
— their lowest levels in more 
than a month — on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

The week’s gains came 
after a sharp drop Monday 
that pulled the blue chip index 
to a level more than 10 per- 
cent below its record close. In 
the sessions that followed, the 
Dow jumped about 630 
points, or nearly 5 percent, 
amid improving prospects for 
arate cut and announcements 
that embattled financial com- 
panies like Citigroup Inc., 
Freddie Mac and E-Trade 
Financial Corp. were raising 
cash. All these developments 
bolstered investors’ confi- 
dence that credit problems 
may be on the mend. 

Despite the week’s 
increase, stocks ended 
November lower because of 
heavy declines amid worries 
about credit. The Dow fell 4 
percent in November, while 
the S&P 500 lost 4.4 percent 
and the Nasdaq gave up 6.9 
percent. 

Gains in the technology 
sector were limited by a 
murky outlook from Dell, as 


from Piper Jaffray and a wary 
Goldman Sachs note on tech- 
nology in general, according 
to Peter Boockvar, equity 
strategist at Miller Tabak.
